Figures Stated in Offers 
by Both Commissions 
Still Many Millions of 
Dollars Apart.

Washington, September 29.—For- 
mal negotiations for funding the $4.,- 
200,000,000 French debt to the United 
States are at a standstill while mem- 
bers of the two commissions endeavor 
informally to maneuver out of the 
stalemate which has resulted from the 
unwillingness of either side to modify 
its attitude to any appreciable extent. 

A joint session of the American and 
French commissions scheduled to con- 
vyene at the treasury building Tues- 
day afternoon was postponed when the 
French found they were unable to 
bring with them anything definite in 
the way of a better offer to pay than 
was contained in their first proposal 
of Thursday. The next joint session 
probably will occur Wednesday morn- 
ing. Both American and French of- 
ficials explained that the Tuesday aft- 
ernoon session never had been defi- 
nitely agreed upon, that its postpone- 
ment was of slight significance and 
that the experts of the two commis- 
sions and some of the principals had 
met from time to time during the day. 
Joseph Caillaux, chairman of the 
French commission, stated at the 
French embassy Monday night that 
he expected a joint session Tuesday 
afternoon. 

Still Far Apart. 

The demands and offers of the two 
commissions are about $30,000,000 
apart on the subject of annuities. That 
is, the Americans now have suggested 
average annuities of $130,000,000 dur- 
ing a 62-year funding period, and the 
French have spoken of $100,000,000. 

From private sources, the United 
News learns that the Americans are 
almost prepared to grant the French 
demand for a flexible clause provi 
ing for subsequent revision of the 
funding terms, if France later finds | 
herself unable to pay the agreed scale. 
It may be taken as virtually assured 
that Caillaux would not sign any 
funding agreement which does not con- 
tain or imply such a clause.

The suggestion that the ship be turn- 
ed to the south was made at least 
half an hour, and probably an hour, 
before she was wrecked, Anderson 
said, adding that Commander Lans- 
downe had declined to heed the ad- 
vice because the aerologist had been 
unable to point to any specific immedi- 
ate danger signal in the skies to war- 
rant the change. 

Would Have Had Better Chance. 
“If the ship had been turned to the 
south,” the witness stated under cross 
examination, ‘“‘we certainly would not 
haye been in the position we were. 
It is my belief that had we turned 
south, we would have bad a better 
¢hance of avoiding the disaster that 
overtook us.” 

After the Shenandoah was canght in 
the storm and had made her first rise 
and then leveled off, Anderson’s ad- 
vice that a southeasterly course be fol- 
lowed then, in an effort to get out of 
the storm, also went unheeded, he de 
clared. Commander Lansdowne want- 
ed to follow it, but the other offy ers 
in the control car advised agair,

HEALTH TALKS

AIR IS A GOOD ANTISEPTIC, 


In surgery as in many other fields 
of endeavor there is a marked trend 
back to nature. After all, it matters 
not how skillful a surgeon may be 
nor how impeccable his technie, he is 
bound to call a consultant to help him 
in bringing about good healing. The 
consultant is old Doctor Nature, 
prince of charlatans, inflated by flat- 
tering testimonials, imitated by all 
“schools,” always resourceful but 
never entirely reliable unless super- 
vised by intelligence. Nature is a won- 
derful healer, but recks little if the 
patient is mutilated while the heal- 
ing process is under way. For in- 
stance, nature will heal a broken bone 
without human aid, but what a hide-’ 
ous deformity results! And nature 
will amputate a gangrenous toe suc- 
cessfullv—if the patient can endure 
the prolonged operation. 


Back to nature under the eye of a 
skilled physician—that is the sensi- 
ble program. If you trust to Old Doe- 
tor Nature unassisted, you are pretty 
sure to encounter disaster soon or 
ater. 

Fresh air is by all odds the most 
efficient antiseptic known to science. 
By fresh air we mean ordinary cool, 
moving air. AS an application for an 
indolent or unclean wound or ulcer 
or burn it has no peer. But it must 
be applied in the ferm of a mixture— 
equal parts of air and brains. Nature 
contributes the former; the doctor 
adds the latter to the formula. A dog 
or a horse or a wild animal may do 
fairly well with a wound treated by 
fresh air alone, for animals have a 
better “stand in” with nature than we 
civilized mortals. Animals do not 
break so many of nature's laws as we 
do. A dog may lick his wound with 


his tongue—the only thing cleaner 
than a hound’s tooth. A civilized hu- 
man being had better not try the ex- 
periment until he is first convinced 
his mouth does not harbor disease 
germs. :

Lord Grey does not refer further 
to what “was since disclosed in Ger- 
many,” but it is probable that he had 
in mind the fact that later, December 
18, 1916, President Wilson addressed 
an identical note to all the belligerents 
usking them to state more specifically 
than they had theretofore, the terms 
on which they were prepared to make 
peace. The war president disclosed 
this.step to congress on January 22 
1917, in his celebrated “peace without 
victory” address, which in effect em- 
braced in principle all the funda- 
;mental proposals which had been out- 
lined in the memorandum which Lord 
Grey records as containing the sub- 
stanee of his conversation with House. 

As the world knows, nothing came

WEATHER RECORDS 
BROKEN IN SEPTEMBER

September, which is heavier by 5.Gt 
inches than records up to this sate 
this year. In August, 1904, the pre- 
cipitation was heavy. being 8.74 
inches as compared to 0.02 in August, 
1995, 

There are no indications, according 
to comparative records, that this win- 
ter will be colder than normal and 
next year will be wetter than usvwal. 
In the past-43 summers there save 
been 12 summers followed by cold 
winters and eight summers followed 
by warm winters. There have been 
13 cool summers followed by warm 
winters and 10 ‘cool summers fel- 
lowed hv ecole winters. 

In the summer of 1SS9 the mean 
temperature was 2.5 degrees above 
normal while the following winter the 
mean temperature was 2.4 degrees 
below normal. In 1901, the summer 
temperature was 0.6 above normal and 
the next winter was 5.3 below normal. 
This record is somewhat offset by the 
high marks in the summer 1881, 
when the mean temperature was 2.1 
ahove normal. followed by a warm 
winter with temperature 5.9 degrees 
above normal. ; 

Abnormal Records. 


This summer both temperatures and 
precipitation have been so abnormal 
that available records afford no real 
comparisons. The estimated tempera- 
ture for September is 10.7 degrees 
above normal, while rainfall has been 
3.29 inches below normal. 

One noticeable feature of records 
is that many hot, dry summers .have 
been followed by wet years. In 1914 
when the summer temperature was 
1.8 above normal and rainfall for the 
year was 40.98 inches—which is low— 
precipitation in 1915 was heavy, with 
51.70 inches. 

Through the years of watching 
changing temperatures and _ keeping 
records of rainfall, Mr. von Herrmann 
has concluded that any natural 
weather phenomenon is no indication 
of what will occur in the future. In 
past vears in Atlanta, the nu>~ ber of 
hot. dry summers followed by cold 
and wet winters is slightly higher 
than the number of hot, dry sunimers 
followed by normal, dry winters.

His testimony on this phase was in- 
tended, he declared, to impress the 
board with the need of carefully 
'ehoosing air service personnel, and 
}then recognizing their worth after 
ithey had been chosen and found fit. 
Answering belittling statements of 
‘some of th@army men who have testi- 
| tie ld, Mitchell said: 

‘Any system of defense against air- 
| eraft from the ground alone is falla- 
cious and money put into it, if not 
spent along carefully considered lines, 
lis merely thrown away.” 

Answers Anti-Aircraft. 

Army men unfamiliar with air serv- 
fice, he charged. are constantly claim- 
ting that anti-aireraft artillery is im- 
| proving so rapidly as to make it most 
' effective. But, Mitchell said, the im- 
provements in artillery are practically 
negligible compared with the progress 
in aviation, Again, spiking army 
‘claims of the vulnerability of aircraft, 
he declared : 

| “The idea of defending the country 
jagainst air attack by machine guns 
or anti-aircraft cannon from. the 
ground is absolutely incapable of be- 
ing carried out.” 

He attacked vigorously the present 
system of having non-flying men in 
command of the air services. Other 
icountries that have done this, he said, 
ithave come to realize that the result 
worthless and dangerous machines

STAINS. 
Stains on the skin, especially around 
the finger nails, are best ~ removed 


~} with some natural, mild bleach. Strong 


acids dry the skin, and often encour- 
age hangnails, besides, strong acids get- 
ting under the nails dry out the 
natural oils in the senstive cuticle 
there, so the nails hold fresh stains 
stubbornly. 

Lemon juice is the standard bleach, 
for it cleans everything, removes dirt 
and grease, acts as an astringent on 
the cuticle surrounding the nails, and 


leaves them pink and very pretty and 
with a freshly manicured appearance, 
The easiest way to use lemon is simply 
to cut a thick slice from the fruit 
and dig the fingers into it, washing 


the juice away after a moment and 
pushing the cuticle back with an 
orangewood stick. Clean under the 
nails with a pointed file, and the 


‘hands will look very attractive. 


Tomato juice is almost as good a 
bleach, milder, but the best thing for 
ink stains on the fingers. One woman 
writes me that she cans stewed toma- 
toes whenever her hands become too 
sunburned, because handling and skin- 


ning them bleaches her hands _ white 


again. Cucumber juice is good, too, 
but really should be made into a 
lotion; tomato an.. lemon can be used 
| without this bother. 

Vinegar is excellent too, as a bleach, 
especially for stains under the nails. 
A mixture of half vinegar and lemon 
juice is sold under a fancy name at 
nearly half a dollar a bottle. It has 
a few drops of some highly-perfumed 
stuff in to disguise its plebeian origin 
Bad stains under the nails respond to 
powdered pumice wet with vinegar. 


Peggy R.—White ot egg is an excel- 
lent astringent and in no way harm- 
ful to the skin. ‘lhe proportions are 
one part egg and six parts water; and 
usually the small amount of egg that 
clings to the shell stter you empty the 
shell will be enough for a whole treat- 
ment when mixed with the proper 
amount of water. Paint it over face 
and throat and let it dry on the skin 
for 20 minutes before washing it off.

ALLY SHARPLY 


Chicago, September 29.—On_ithe 
heels of a warning to the board of 
trade to take immediate steps to adopt 
proposed reforms, lively buying of 
all grain set in today ani a decided 
advance ensued after a week of de- 
clining prices. 

Aside from Secretary Jardine’s 
warning, the fact that wheat values 
had fallen as much as 18 1-2 cents a 
bushel led many traders to act on 
opinions that selling had been over- 
done, and that ~ substantial rally 
was to be expectec 

Wheat closed strong, 2 1- 2 to 3 1-2 
cents net higher, De eed $1.38 7-8 
to $1.39 and May $141 7-8 to $1.42, 
with corn 2 1-2 to 5 ai up, oats 
at 5-8 to 1 cent gain, and provisions 
varying from 35 cents decline to a 
rise of 10 cents. 

Lelief that the action of Secretary 
Jardine might possibly have been te 
a considerable degree responsible for 
today’s advancing prices was express- 
ed by some authorities, but other ob- 
Servers were inclined to ignore the 
secretary's statement, so far as re- 
garding it as an immediate market 
factor. In any event, a notable let- 
up in liquidating sales of wheat. was 
apparent, and there was aggressive 
general buying. much of it on the part 
of previous sellers. 

On the other hand, word of 20,672 
increase of the world’s 
available wheat supply total 
one time to a material setharck 
day's top prices. During the sag of 
values, however, offerings became 
scaree, and with a renewal of active 
buying, the wheat market was rapidly 
advancing again in the late dealings. 

Corn and oats advanced with wheat. 
September delivery of corn bulged 
5 cents a bushel, influenced more or 
less by mengerness of country offer- 
ings and by shipping demand here 
from the east. - 

Léwer quotations on hogs tended 
to weaken the provision market.

Germany Wants Haste. 

Germany, according to her note of 
neceptance, “entirely shares the al- 
lies’ desire not to protract negotia- 
tions for the pact, and also trusts the 
final settlement of the problems will 
be expedited by the meeting.” 

However, simultaneously with the 
delivery of the note Saturday in all 
the allied capitals, the German am- 
bassadors made no verbal declarations, 
denying that Germany was solely re- 
sponsible for the war, inquiring as to 
Germany's status with regard to the 
league of nations, and asking when 


the Cologne zone would be evacuated. 

The British repiy notes with satis- 
faction that Germany has accepted 
without reservations and declares that 
the verbal. declarations have no re- 
lation to the security pact. With re-

vard to German responsibility for the 
war, it is the British attitude that 
this has been demonstrated by the 
need of the forthecoming/ conference. 


British Stend Pat. 


“The question of Germany’s respon- 
sibility for the war,” the note says, 
“is prefaced by the pact, and the goyv- 
ernment is at a loss to know why Ger- 
many raises the question at this par- 
ticular moment. ,'The government is 
obliged to observe that negotiations 
for a security pact cannot modify the 
Versailles treaty, nov alter Britain’s 
judgment of the past.” 

With respect to Germany’s entrance 
into the league, Britain Simply notes 
with satisfaction that Germany raises 
no objection to this condition of any 
mutual pact. Germany is advised 
that the evacuation of Cologne de- 
pends solely on her fulfillment of 
disarmament obligations. 

The French have replied similarly, 
Foreign Minister Briand informing 
the German ambassador that his ver-

The affidavit against 
him was filed by C. M. McCannon, a 
private detective, and was the result 
of a number of recent incidents in 
which he is alleged to have issued 
drafts against relatives without author- 
ity for the purpose of obtaining funds 
desired during periods of dissipation. 
A psychopathic disposition, enhanced 
by a life of dissipation is given by 
the alienists as the reason of the 
mental condition of their subject.
